The Department has reason to believe that ame 
of the pupils of the Indian Residential School at Shuben- 
acadie are infected with syphilis, and wishes to have 
Wassermann Blood Tests made of all pupite in the school. 
It does not seem possible to make satisfactory arrange- 
ments to have this work done by the local physician, and 
I wish to inquire whether you have & Provincial Officer 
who could be assigned to do it. fhe Department is 
prepared to pay a nominal fee of $50.00 for the service, 
which you will agree is designed to protect the health 
of the province at large as well as that of the pupils 
and staff of the school. It is known that you have 
Provincial Laboratory facilities for examination of the 
specimens of blood, and it is assumed that these facilities 
are aveilable to the Department without charge, as such 
services have often been in the past.

With further reference to your letter of the 
9th instant regarding pupils who require tonsillectomies, I 
would say that this authorizes the necessary operations. 
It should be understood that the instructions of the Depart- 
ment are that Dr. 0.B. Keddy, of Windsor, should be engaged 
for the surgical work, and Doctor MacInnis should be 
anaesthetist. Arrangenents should be made for the 26 cases 
to be done at Shubenacadie school in three or four groups in 
order that there should not be too great disturbance in the 
routine. for your information I would say that Doctor Keddy 
and Doctor MacInnis are expected to submit their accounts to 
the Department through Inspector Maxner. Accounts should 
reach Ottawa in three copies. The Department will allow the 
engagement of a nurse for the operating room if desired. The 
sum of $350 has been allocated for the fees of the surgeon, ond 
this sum must include transportation and all other expenses 
incurred.

We have tried to make the necessary arrangements but with- 
out suocess. Dr. McInnis is asking for five dollars a case which 
than you stipulate. If another doctor is 
brought ible complications and 
perhaps serious trouble. MoInnis has loaned us the 
operating table and if he is not there we could not expect to have 
the use of this table. 


Frenkly, after talking the matter over with many doctors, 
I am convinced that it is not fair to the children nor to those in 
charge of the school to have that work done there when there are 
hospitals within easy reach. 


I know for a fact that I can obtain the services of two 

doctors who would be acceptable to the Department, and have the 

| twenty six cases done for four hundred dollars, leaving one hun- 
dared dollars for the hospital with satisfaction guaranteed. Fur- 
thermore, if the work were done at the school, it would mean that 
we would necessarily provide accommodation for at least one doctor 
and chauffeur, also three nurses, for at least three days. And 
for at least a week the school would be upset during day and night. 
Our last experience with tonsils gave us many uneasy moments and 
we are not anxious to go through the same experience again. 


We would like to have the work done before school closes, 
as a number of those listed will probably go home for vacation. 


I hope that you will give the matter of having this work 
done in a hospital your serious consideration and that you will let 
me know just as soon as you can.

In reply to your letter of ‘une 30th, ult. received by me on 
the evening of the 5th. of “uly. I suppose this report was received 
by you a few days before your letter to me on tune Soth. Perhaps 
you will recall 4 copy of a letter sent to me under date of june 19 
th. No 9@5I. The original was sent to “te Meinnis infprming him 
that there would only be one examination @ year at the School in 
place of two. “he morning I received this copy Dr. MeInnis called 
on the phone and in no uncertain terms gave me credit or blame for 
the procedure taken by the Dept. in this matter. I am not going to 
even try to remember all that he @aid,only this, that from January 
till that date ,he had received only twelve dollars for calls to the 
School. You can see from the reports that last winter and spring,we 
had very little sickness, unlike the previous year. It appears to me 
that the whole thing behind the belated report of the Yoctor is 
nothing more or less than to compensate himself in some way for the 
loss of fifty dollars a year. 
Now for the case of Josephine Smith. On Saturday March lIth. 
she was as active as any other child in the School,and like a good 
many more was suffering from a cold. A number of the other children 


had the cold that was going,and sometimes from coughing ,especially 
in the mornings,would have 4 little stomach tpsetand vomit some. 
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* On Spey morning Josephine Smith felt weak and left the chapel, 


but returned in a few minutes . there was not any collapse. She 
remained around part of the morning,and as the other children were 
going for a walk she was sent to bed. We had no reason to think that 
her condition was any more serious than the others. That night she déd 
a little more vomiting. “nowing that the Doctor was coming the following 
morning I asked the Sister to have the Doctor see this child before 
going on with his semi-annual examination. “ne Doctor usually arrimge s 
about nine ,but this morning it was between nine thirty and ten. On his 
examination he Gaid he thought it was a bad appendix,and advised taking 
her to the V.G.H. It was too late for us to get the ten after ten train 
and we took her in on the first through train,leavinf here about FOUt 
P.M. They pperated that night about midnight and 1 saw the child early 
the following morning. the child died the follawing morning about eleven 
A.M. I was staying at St. “ary(s Cathedral,and the hospital is in that 
parish. One of the priests was called and told that “osephine Smith was 
dangerously ill as she had developed pnuemonia after the operation. 

Now while the child was at tle School she did not complain of any 
severe pain as one would expect from am-perforated appendix. It would 
do me no good to ask for the report from the hospital,as it would not 
be given to me.So how much the Doctor is reading into or taking from 
the report I cannot say. I am sure of this that were Josephine Smithmy 
owm sister I could not under the same circumstance s do any more for her. 
Apart from that the report of the health of the children in the School, 


ever since it opened speaks for itself. I wish you would write to Dr.Gosse 


of the V.G.H. and see what he has to say about the case. The Doctor seem 


to say that she died of peritonitis,which is not according to facts.

With reference to your inquiry in the cease of Josephine 
Smith, we beg to edvise you thet this little Indian girl, age 12 years, 
was admitted on March LSth, 1935, snd died on jarch 15th. 


On admission she complained of a "pi in in the stomach", end 
gave a history thet on the day previous to admission the pain came on in 
the pit of the stomach end she stated that she vomited before breakfast. 
On the dey following she was examined by the doctor and sent. to hospital, 
and edmitted to the ward at 7.20 Dem. 


The leucocyte count, on admission, was 24,000. She was ex~ 
emined immedietly by the surgeons who reported a moderate rigidity of the 
abdominal muscles with moderate tenderness, on rectal examination, high 
up anteriorly. There was no tenderness on superficial abdominal exanination 


Her condition was watched carefully, and at midnight it wes 
decided to open the abdomen. The appendix was found gangrenous and free 
ous was found in the peritoneal cavity. The appendix was removed and the 
abdomen drained. On the morning following the pé tient wes bright and 
comfortable and her condition sé tisfactory. Thet night, her temperature 
and respirations went up, end clinical examination showed 4 left sided 
lober pneumonia. On admission she was suffering from a cold, and for this 
reason Chloroform anaesthetic was employed. The cold was evidently the 
etiological factor of the pneumonia. She died at 10.40 asm. on March 15th. 


We shall be glad to enswer any further questions that may 
arise in this matter.

DOCTOR MeGlv: 


Doctor D. F. MacInnis, who attends the pupils 
of the Residential School at Shubenacadie, Nova scotia, in 
a letter written late in June, informed the Department 
that on March 13th, on 4 visit to the echool for another 
purpose, he was called to see a pupil who had been taken 
sick the day before and who the Sister in charge of the 
sick thoucht hed appendicitis. On seeing the child he 
confirmed the diagnosis and, fosring thet the appendix was 
ruptured, ordered the pupil to hospital. He states that he 
wanted her taken to Truro which ean be reached in half an 
nour by automobile, but that the prineipal insisted on 
waiting tor several hours until she could be taken to 
Halifax by train. She reached Helifax in the evening, was 
operated on about midpicht and the appendix was found to be 
gangrenous. Drainage was put in. She was in ressonably good 
condition the next day, developed o temperature that night 
and died on the following day of pneumonia. T is is the 
substence of the information gathered by several reports 
from the doctor, the principal and the superintendent of 
the hospital at Halifsx. 


Doctor MaeInnis demands au investigation und 
says thet if the matter is not investigated he “ill see 
that it is brought up in Porliamont. Two features of the 
cave seem to me to be worthy of special attontion. One 
is that Doctor MacInnis cleims that the principal did not 
take his advice es to the immediate removal of the child 
to the nearer hospital. The other ia that the doctor dia 
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not think it necessary to report the matter until some 
three and a half months after the event, and seemed to 
do so then only because he had been informed that an 
examination of the pupile in the fall, which earries 
with it a fee of $60, would be dispensed with this year, 
as the Provinoial Tuberculosis Clinic was to make an 
examination of the school. 


We have endeavoured to preserve a strictly 
neutral attitude in this matter. it is not so very un- 
common for a member of a private family to have appendi- 
citis which goes on to peritonitis and death without 
anyone clearly recognizing the conditions 


Whether a Departmental investigetion such 
ag Doctor MacInnis appears to want would serve any useful 
purpose I cannot saye I have of course discussed the 
matter with Mr. Sutherilend and ir. Phelan, and we should 
all appreciate your direction.

Dear Sir: 
Concerning Qhe matter of the annual visit of the Dentist, 
During the past yea the most work was caused by the new ones 
who apparently had no previous work done on their teeth. This (y le 
was more pronounced in the case of those children who were ‘ 
just loosing their first teeth and the permanent ones coming in. 
As for the omes who have been here for threee years,little and 
in some cases no work is necessary. 
In looking over the children who have cone here since 
October 1932 I find that out of eight there are five who require 
attention. In that five 1 w ould say there would be in the vicinity 
of twenty extractions, one youngster having at least eight. 
Not knowing the rate paid to the Dentist I cannot estimate 
the cost for a visit this year,but I feel certain that the amount 
will not approach that of last year. If we agnnot have this work 
done within the next month then on account of the road conditions, 
it will have to be put over till the spréng,and in that case we will 
have plenty of tooth ache during the winter.

I have your letter of the 13th instant, 
requesting that dental attention be given to a number of 
the pupils of the Shubenacadie Indian Residential School. 


In reply I have to say that you may arrange 
with K. K. Dimock, D. D. S., Windsor, N. S., to perform 
the dental work absolutely required by the pupile at the 
present time. 


The total amount available for dental services 
at the present time is $125, and the cost of the work 
carried out should not exceed this amount, ase it wijl be 
impossible to make payment in excess. The fees allowed 
Dr. Dimock will be at the rate of $1.00 per filling, 
using amalgam or other cheap material; 50¢ per extraction 
of permanent teeth; and 25¢ per extraction of temporary 
teeth. In the case of temporary teeth, extraction only 
can be allowed. 


The work should be done at the school - the 
dentist to supply all materials. 


A list, in triplicate, should be prepared by 
the Dentist, giving the name of each pupil receiving 
attention and the number of fillings and extractions in 
each case. His account should also be prepared in trip- 
lieate, covering the amount due at the above rate. The 
account should be attached to the statement, certified 
by you in the usual manner and forwarded for payment. 


Please arrange with the Dentist to perform the 
work at an early date. It is considered that attention 
should first be given to any new pupils who have entered 
the school. You should impress upon Dr. Dimock that the 
Department will be unable to pay for any dental work 
exceeding in cost the sum above mentioned, viz.: $1265.

Since writing you concerning Matthew Thomas,We have a little 
more information.In view of the fact that a certain individual is 
doing con@idepable talking ,and the information received from the 
liospital yesterday that the kidney was removedgand his condition only-#a- 
fair,I think we had better give you the details as far as we know them, 
On Friday bec, 29th. the coasting was good and a great number 
were at it.This boyllatthew Thomas who is about fourteen years of age 
takes with him two boys,younger than himself,away from the crowd,and 
goes over back of the root-house,where the hill is very steep. At the 
bottom of the hill is a road and then another sharp drop to the marsh 
and the river. I might say the the tendency to get apart from the crowd 
has been a consistant attitude of this boy,and along with boys much 
younger tham himself. 
On this occasion they had gone to a place which they knew I 
had forbidden, to go, principally on accout of the steepmess and roughness 
of the hill and the nearness of the river. \/hen the accident happened 
the other boys put him on the sleigh and brought him up to fairly level 
gount where he got off and walked into the School. That was near supper 
time,and without saying anything went in and had supper. After sppper he 
told Sister Margaret Patrice, the nurse,that he fell off his Bleigh and 


that his elbow hurt his side. The truth is that he was thrown against 
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a fence pole or telephone pole and it certainly must have been 
with considerable force,. The Sister found the flesh slightly 
broken and put a dressing on . The next day he said he ws sore 
and remained in bed. the following day he wanted to get up ma 

he remained indoors all day. On New Years morning he left the chapel 
followed by the Sister, nurse. After seeing him to bed she noticed 
the blood in the toilet. We called the Doctor and on his alvice 
took him by car to the Hospital.

Qn reply to your letter of March 30th, 
what Doctor MoInnis says about the three Brooks boys, 
Stephen Morris, Irene Martin, and Harriet Battiste, 
is true enough. 


As for the Brooks boys, the oldest, Deznis, 
came to the school three years ago. We had his ad~ 
mitted to the V.G. Hospital for ear treatment and they ¢\- 
could do nothing with his ears, but removed his tonsils. 
His general health improved, but not his hearing. I 
wrote at the time that it was impossible for us to do 
anything with him. We could not keep him quiet in the 
class room, and one had to shout at him to make him 
hear. At the close of the school year, we suggested 
that under the ciremmstances it would be better for him 
to remain at home, ‘his was done, But the next year with 
a new Agent at Annapolis Royal, you epparently received 
letters sayine thet this boy should be in school, The 
jdea of sending him to school for the Deaf and Dumb was 
considered too expensive, The result war thet he and two 
younger brothers came last fall. As one was already here, 
that made four in all. Of the four, three are quite deaf 
am with a school attendance of over 160, it is impossible 
to do very much for these boys. The Agent thought we 
could give them individual attention, but with the crowd we 
have, that ig not so easy. 


Irene Martin ie very deaf, but I don't think 
anything can be done to improve her condition. AS for 
Steoghen Morris anc Harriet Battiste, removal of tonsils may 
help. 

As for the tonsil end dentel clinic. The sum of 
$68.00 was paid for dismissals and vacation tickets. “hen 
you said there would be no money for tonsils arA teeth, I 
sugested that we might use the $68.00 We starte with those 
children whose teeth were in bad condition. We had fifty-odd 
attended to, at a cost of $50.00 Ynowing that the remining 
$18.00 would not go far on tonsils, we did not start. 


At the close of the year, Mareh @let, with e balance 
of $77.07 in the bank, we heve outstaming accounts anount ing 
to over two thousand dollare, so with prices still going UP» 
we do not feel any too secures However, if you say so, We 
will go ahead and have tonsils and adenoids removed. But if 
thie work is to be paia for from school funds, then we must 
chooge the place and Doctors. To be perfectly fair, in the 
past we have hac work of this kind done at lers cost than 


the Department has pe id.

Some 
had not been attended to last fll when the 
dentist was here am others have come to the 
school since that time. 


If this ear trouble is caused by tmsils, would 
it not be possible to have these cases looked 
after without delay. There would not be more 
than six at most. 


Since the local dentist is to do the work, I 

do not suppose that it will maxe any difference 

if it is done in small lots or not. If you have 
arranged a schedule of rates I believe the dentist 
would rather take them in small groups. 


Will you please let me snow what I may do in regard 
to the tonsils and teeth?

Reverend Sir: 


In reply to your letter of November 
15 I may say that dental attention for 51 children 
would normally require the tine of a dentist for 
about one full day, or a little more. The fee for 
a day's dental clinic is §350.00 but the Department 
will allow up to $40.00 if necessary. You may have 
the work done as found most convenient, but I would 
suggest that you get the dentist to cone to the school 
for a clinic, or alternatively make his time available 
at his office for at least one clear day. 


If there are not more then six children 
for removal of tonsils, the best method would seem to 
be to take them in one group to the hospital at Halifax. 
This plan is proposed on the assumption that they can 
be admitted to the Victoria General Hospital under 
the usual arrancement with that institution. Individual 
consent of the parents is required before the operations 
are undertaken. 


The dental work may be done by Doctor 
D. 0. MeLeod of Shubenacadie.

In reply to your letter of November 22nd, concerning teeth and 
tonsils: 


Doctor McLeod, the local Dentist, made a start at the teeth, and 
he has agreed to do the thirty one children for Forty Dollars. 
So far we have taken twelve to his office, consuming two after- 
noon office hours. Three of these twelve have to return, 45 
they have so many teeth to be extracted, that it will require an 
anaesthetic. Doctor McInnis has agreed to go to the Dentist's 
office to give the anaesthetic. You cm readily see that it is 
going to take more than two full days. This can be partially 
accounted for, on account of the Dentist's eye trouble, a war 
disability, which does not permit him to do fast work. However, 
we hope the work will be cleaned up in about two weeks. 


As for tonsils, from our own observation, we felt that there 
were at least six who required tonsillectomy. Vhen the Doctor 
examined these six, he continued to examine those who came to 
the school since the last lot of tonsils were done. To our 
surprise he has listed twenty-six for tonsils, and three for 
adenoids. The three for adenoids are of one family, ami with the 
exception of one member of that family, they all had bad cases 
of bronchial catarrh. Of the twenty six tonsil cases, there is 
no choice; one is as bad as the other. 


Will you please let us kmow if you have any funds for this work, 
anf if so, what Voctor is to ado them? 


Enclosed is the statement of Doctor McInnis.

P.S. We are quite sure that we could arrange to have the tonsil 
work cared for at an average cost of $15.00 a case, during the 
Christmas holidays. At that time of the year there are not 80 
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many patients at the hospitals ami the Doctors are not so busy. 
Our plan would be to take about eight at a time to the 

Halifax Infirmary. The cost would be much less than the last 
group who were done about three years ago. Supposing that 

for the present at least, the cost was cared for from school 
funds, would there be any objection? 


Will you please let us know as soon as possible, so that if 
necessary, we cun make all the arrangements.

Enclosed please find receipted accounts for the sixteen 
cases of tonsilectomy. Doctor MacInnis again went 
over the twenty six cases and the "very bad" numbered 
sixteen. Allowing Twenty Dollars ($20.00) each for 
twelve, as stated in your letter of January 14th, the 
total amount of $240.00 would cover the charge for 
sixteen at Fifteen Dollars ($15.00) each, so we had the 
sixteen done. The travelling expenses were higher than 
we figured on account of @ bad storm, but even at that, 
it was much better than having the cases done in the 
school. 


We are having our share of "flu" and so far two cases 
of pneumonia. For these two cases it became necessary 
to have an extra nurse for seven nights. We hope it 
won't be necessary again, as Four Dellars each night 
soon runs into real money. 

As you see, we paid for the toncils, and I would be 
grateful if you would send the check for $240.00 here, 


to the awktt of the school funds.

This will be your authority to have the 
most necessary tonsil operations done in the same 
manner as you did last year by conveying the 
children to any hospital at Halifax where the 
work can be done at the cost quoted in your 
letter. The consent of the parents must be 
obtained and the admissions to hospital covered 
by Doctor MeInnis' written recommendation on the 
official form. 


With regard to the dental wrk, this 
will authorize an expenditure of $60.00, which you 
may use in the most productive manner, employing 
the services of the dentist at Shubenacadie. This 
would provide for two days dental oclinio at the 
school, but you may wish to take individual ohild- 
ren to the dentist's office often, in which case 
the Department trusts that the same return may be 
obtained for the outlay.

‘The gland condition in the neck cleared 

ip very well, but just about the tine it cleared up, 

he contracted a cold and bronchial condition. Soon 

efter receiving your letter of September ®4th, we got 

in touch with the Public Health Department, in order 

to have the boy examined and X=Rayed. Up to the time 

the boy developed the cole and bronchial condition, 

the Public Health Doctor had not come. Doctor MacInnis 
considered it advisable that the boy be sent to the 

V. c%eHospital, at llalifax. ‘ie was done on November rd, 
and no doubt you have the form covering this case on your 
file. 

We were informed by telephone from the 1¥.G, Hospital, 

that the boy is an active 7.B. case, and the authorities 
there sugzest that he be sent to the hospital at Kentville.

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Naturally, the Doctors at the V.%.Hos pital do 
not want to keep hime there any longer than they 
can help, and if it were only 4 matter of a few 
days, they would keep him and send him direct to 
Kentville. Otherwise, if we had to wait for 
your permission, it would mean that the boy would 
be sent back to the school, and then on to 
Kentville.

Enclosed please find the account of the Halifax 
Infirmary, and Doctor arthur L. Murphy, for tonsil work, 
authorized in your letter of September 21st, 1958. Six 
eases only were done. Doctor MacInnes, in his examination 
of the children, found that sixteen should be done. ve 
took eight to the Infirmary, but two were not done - one on 
account of a slight infection of the throat, and 
another on account of a cold. About the same time, we 
had an epidemic of whooping cough, and considered it not 
advisable to have the other ten done. No doubt in the 
next examination they will be included in the number 
for tonsillectomy, along with a few of the new ones who 
have come since the last examination. As it is near 
the close of the year, it might be that your funds for 
this work have been spent, if so, will you let me know 
and we will pay the account from school funds, with the 


hope that the school will be reimbursed later.

Inclosed please find accounts from the 
Department of Public Nealth, for anti-toxin, 
toxoid, and Schick Test Materials. 


All cases have heen exceptionally mild. 

Nasal and throat swabs were taken of all, 

and, with the exception of two boys who 

were negative to the Schick test, all were 
reported neazative or no growth, Wowever, 

these two boys were positive on the swab test, 
and the Doctor has elassed them as probable 
carriers, Needless to soy, they were immedietely 
segregated, and we hope to have negative tests 
for them soon. In the meantime, we aire under 
quarantine, 


For the past week there have been no more positive 
cases. In the heginning every child who complained 
of sickness, was given anti-toxin, but in most cases, 
the swab test showed them negative. It may be ne~ 
cessary to have a little more material for toxoiding, 
especially for the first treatment. We understand 
that this can be purchased in a quantity sufficient 
only for two persons. The usual supply we used con- 
tained enough for twelve children, The Doctor thinks 
it possible that we may have the odd case for a few 
months, ami we are, therefore, keeping a small supply 
of anti-toxin on hand,

We have here your voucher of $102.80 for 
diphtheria antitoxin and toxoid euggsses by the 
Department of Public Health at Halifax. The date 
of the account is May 10. 


My attention has been drawn to the very 
large number of doses of 10,000 units of antitoxin. 
There were altogether 57 such doses supplied. 


At this distance I should have supposed 
that those actually having the disease would be 
given 10,000 or more units, the immediate contacts 
about 1,000 each and the rest treated with toxoid. 
You reported 5 actual oases of diphtheria. 


It would ease our minds if Doctor

In reply to your letter of June lst, concerning 
the account of the Department of Public Health, 
Halifax, N.S. for diphtheria anti-toxin, etc. 


When we sent you the account we were und er 
quarantine, and it looked as if we would use 
all the anti-toxin we had secured from the 
Department of Public Health, Such was not 
the case, and the enclosed will show that 

we returned sixteen packages of anti-toxin to 
the Department at Halifax. The Doctor had 
given doses of 10,000 units to thirty five. 
That accounts for fifty one. The other six 
packages we have in cold storage. 


It happened this way. One day the Doctor came 
over, and on first thought decided to give anti- 
toxin to those who had become ill since the 
previous visit. On second thought he decided to 
await the return of the nose and throat swabs 
which had been sent to Halifax. In the meant ime, 
between the Doctor's thoughts, someone began 
opening the packages getting ready for the treat- 

So the wrapping was destroyed on six packages. 
The Department at Halifax felt that they could 
not pass these on to anybody else, ami we thought 
it wise to have same in store for a few months, 
so we kept the six packages. 
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However, if when the date for usage expires, 
and we have not used it, the Department of 
Public Health at Halifax will take it 

pack. ‘That date will be somewhere in 

1941.

It would appear that you will require a 
dental clinic of about three days, or two at 
the least. This will authorize expenditure 
for this purpose of not more then 90.00. It 
is believed that you will get the best value 
for the money by organizing a clinic at the 
school, and it is strongly recommended that 
you do so, if at all possible. 


If necessary, you may say that the Depart- 
ment is providing this money from public funds, 
has only the pupils’ interest in mind, and has 
found the cost higher and the amount of work 
less, when the children are taken to the dentist. 


- There is, presumably, no reason for haste, 
and it should be possible for Doctor McLeod to 
so errange his time as to be able to do this work 
at the school. 


These observations are based on a review of 
the work done last year at Doctor McLeod's office, 
and on wide experience elsewhere.

on the team and cow. His report has been received and he 
states as follows: "Might say that the team were in fair 
condition, fair quality but old; I would judge one of them 
was at least 12 or 13 and only serviceably sound; the other 
one would be in the neighbourhood of 10 or 11. The outside 
value as horses are selling would be somewhere around $260. 
The cow P-292160 Ear Tag was a grade Guernsey and Ayrshire 
of good quality, worth at the outside $125 when fresh, 
provided one had a market for her, if sold on the market 
would bring around $100." 


The Department would not be justified in paying 
any amount in excess of the valuation placed on the horses 
and the cow by the representative of the Live Stock Branch. 
You should prepare and forward a properly certified voucher, 
in duplicate, covering the cost of the team of horses for 
the amount of $250, in favour of B. B. Fulmer, when a cheque 
in payment will be sent.

Regarding the horses and cow that were 
purchased at Shubenacadie, I have seen Dr. Gough and 
asked him to explain to me the prices paid. He ssys 
that the cow is well worth 4150.00; in fact, that 
Burchell Fulmer is willing to take her at this price if 
the Department does not want her. 


As to the horses, he says that these horses 
are a good sound team, weighing thirty two hundred pounds, 
and that #525 is a fair price in viow of present values. 
He cited instances of teams which have recently been 
sold in this Province for ¥600.00, stating that this had 
been the price paid at Liverpool where construction work 
is going on in connection with the erection of a paper 
mill. To-day I was told by a client who was discussing 
the general price of horses that he had heard of a good 
team having been sold for #600.00.

"T was out through the Shubenacadie district 
yesterday looking over some of the herds. Father MacKey 
advised me that the member for Hants County wae very 
anxious to have the purchasing done in Hants County. I 
assured him that it would be very difficult for them to 
secure in any one county a herd of cattle that would be 
representative or good enough for an institution and as 
he had been in company with a buyer the week previous 
who had been paying as high as $125.00 for pretty 
ordinary grades, he agreed with me. 


We discussed the situation pretty thoroughly 
and while I can see his viewpoint of submitting prices 
to the Department at Ottawa and waiting for their accept- 
ance, it is going to make it very difficult to secure 
the cattle. It will also be considerably more expensive 
as no one can buy economically in that way. In other 
words, if we can go into a stable ready to buy and 
pin a man down to the actual value of the stock he is 
offering and have the sale slip signed there and then, 
we know just what we are doing. Brt as these cattle are 
to be bought subject to delivery sometime in January, as 
soon as the stable is complete, unless we tie the breeders 
up in some way it is almost unreasonable to ask them to 
hold their cattle should another buyer come in. 


I know that you would want us to secure a 
representative herd, well. up to the standard of whatever 
breed they were, or you would very much rather we did not 
touch the selection in any wa If you can see the officer 


in charge of the Indian ‘Department and have this straightened 


out with a distinct underetanding as to the maximum price 
they are willing to pay» it would help the work greatly. 

The other questions, such as buying out of accredited herds, 
date of calving, ages, etc. I took up with Father MacKey 
and the only thing I would like to have now is a distinct 
ruling on prices. 


I might say that I assured Father MacKey that it 
would be a difficult achievement to secure the whole herd 
in Nova Scotia and we might be forced to go across to 
Prince Edward Island for a few head."

Referring to my telephone conversation 
of this morning with Mr. Ferrier, I am now enclosing 
extract from letter received from Mr. C. A- Archibald, 
representative of my Division at Truro, Nova Scotia, 
who has been asked to assist Father MacKey in the pur- 
chase of cattle for the Indian School at Shubenacadie. 


You will note that Mr. Archibald feels 
that it will be very difficult to secure satisfactory 
values if it is necessary to submit prices to Ottawa 
before closing any transactions and asks whether it 
would be possible to allow Father MacKey more latitude 
in this respect. 


I infer from correspondence received 
from Mr. Archibald on this subject that in any discussions 
which he has had with Father MacKey he has understood 
that the purchase of only pure bred Ayrshires is contem- 
plated. I understood from Mr. Ferrier that your Depart- 
ment is not yarticularly interested in the establishment 
of a breeding herd at Shubenacadie and that the primary 
consideration is the securing of cattle to supply milk 
for the institution. In that event, it might be better 
business to endeavour to secure the best grade cows 
obtainable than to pay extra money for registered cattle. 


I would suggest the desirability of having 
the decision of your Department on this point made clear 
to Mr. Archibald through Father MacKey before any purchas- 
ing is undertaken.

It is soarcely necessary to state that the 
news of this tragic accident, reported by you to 
the Department by telegram on August 135, came as a 
great shock to the officials of this Division. It 
would appear that accidents such as this occur from 
time to time, despite the attempts made by Principals 
in charge of our residential schools to prevent them. 


I have just learned that Mr. Phelan is likely 
to visit Halifax early in September and I have already 
disoussed with him the advisability of visiting your 
school at that time. I am anxious that Mr. Phelan 
and you should discuss, at the time of his visit, 
the supervision of these girls who may be disposed to 
ge out with berry-picking parties in the future. It

just possible that an arrangement might be reacted 
whereby these girls would not be permitted to break 
up into small groups. In any event this matter is 
one that can be discussed more profitably and more 
helpfully by Mr. Phelan when he meets you than by 
lengthy correspondence.

INSTRUCTIONS 


When a pupil of an Indian Residential School dies, the Principal is required to inform the 


Indian Agent at once. 


On receipt of the Principal’s notice the Indian Agent shall convene a Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of himself as Chairman, the Principal of the Residential School, and the Medical 
Officer who attended the deceased pupil. These members of the Board shall, in each other's 
presence, complete this memorandum, which shall then be forwarded to the Department of 


Indian Affairs, Ottawa, in one copy. 


The Board of Inquiry shall, if at all practicable assemble within 48 hours of the pupil’s 


death. 


The parents or guardians of the deceased pupil shall be given notice of this inquiry and be 
permitted to attend it or to send a representative. They or their representative shall be asked 
if they wish to make a statement. In the event of their so wishing, their statement shall be 
attached to the report. The inquiry, however, shall not be delayed more than 72 hours after 


the time at which it would otherwise be held, to enable them to attend it. 


If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 
ticable for him to attend the Board, he shall request a responsible local resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be a Justice of the Peace or a member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be necessary in some cases. The Department is prepared to pay a reasonable fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 


the Department through the Indian Agent’s office. 


This inquiry is not designed to take the place of, or prevent, any other inquiry, including 
an inquest, which may be required by law. 


If the pupil died as the result of an accident, the Indian Agent is required to take the state- 
ments of the witnesses of the accident, and attach them to this memorandum.

On December 14th this centralization project lost, to a great 
extent, the services of a good friend and an experienced 
adviser. Rev. Fr. Mackie, principal of the Residential Sohool 
since its founding, was forced by reourring illnesses to 
relinquish his place as Principal and revert again to light 
parish work. Practically all sumier his stonach condition 
bothered him and was ag ravated, I believe, by a series of 
recrettable occurences. First blow was the accidential drowning 
of two young girls of the school. He felt this very keenly. 
Next came an epidemic of diphtheria at the school, then three 
runaway attempts in extremely cold we ther by children who were 
111 clothed for the temperatures we were then experiencing. 
Finally just home fron the hospital he was unfortunate enouch 
to meet the doctor, on the doorsteps of the school, conine 

out with a child on a stretcher. The idea which had been milline 
in his mind for some time suddenly became a decision an’ he forthe 
with sent in his resisnation. We here at the arency and all of 
Shubenacadie were sorry to sce him go, but we feel that due to 
his health the step he gook was necéssary. It is well known 
that the work of the present successor or any other in fact, 
will be made much easier because of the ood will and respect 
enjoyed in this comaunity by Fr. Wackie. 


His successor, Fr. Brown, was my parish priest in Kentville 
and served for a time in Enfield 14 miles from here. His 
knowledge of the Cambridge Indians is extensive and it is well 
known that he always had a liking for what he calls "the poor 
Indian". He is a favourite of all children regardless of 

color or creed and in my opinion will have more trouble with 
ration coupons and pedigrees than managing 160 children. 

He too is a backer >f the centralization idea and will do all 
in his power to help and speed the project along.

There is a dwellinghouse erected by the 
Department about a quarter of a mile from the school and 
near the Indian church, It is in fair repair only, but is 
now unoccupied as the present teacher, being unmarried, lives 
with his father, The doors and windows were closed up, The 
Agent told me some repairs would be required before it would 
be in a condition for occupation, but this need not be 
attended to till it is needed at some future time as a 


residence for a married teacher,

Sir,- 

I have the honor to report that in compliance with 
the instructions of the Department I visited the Lennox 
Island reserve on the end instant, accompanied by the local 
Agent, lr. J, 0. Arsenault, 

SCHOOL, _ 

The school is a frame building 26 x 20 feet, with 
15 ft, posts, on a red sandstone foundation, erected in 1898, 

It is in good condition, and in all respects will 
compare favorably with the rural white school buildings on 
Prince Edward Island, It is centrally situated, There is 
about an acre of land in connection with the school for 
playgrounds &c,, part of which is covered with a growth of 
young spruce, 

The class-room is 20 x 20 feet, with a cloak-room 
at the entrance, extending the full width of the building, 
There are three windows on each side of the classe1com, and 
it is well lighted, I considered the room small for the 

-~ number of children present, The walls and ceiling are 


~™gheeted with matched boards,and the room is warm and 
ime. 


— in winter, 
: They have the old-fashioned wooden desks, arranged

in two rows, the length of the room, The desks were in good 
repair, The room itself was neat and cleanf and is swept 


each day and scrubbed frequently, There is no cupboard for 


school 
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school supplies, but the teacher has a large desk where all 
supplies not in use are kept locked up. 

A new blackboard is badly needed, as the one at 
present in use is too small, being only 3 x 6 ft. I would 
beg to suggest that a hyloplate blackboard be furnished this 
school 16 x 4 ft., if supplied by the manufacturer in that 
size, This, I think, should be supplied at once, There were 
3 maps on the walls, one of the Dominion, one of P.E. Island, 
and one of the World, A few frame pictures would relieve 
the barren look and brighten the school-room, The windows 

_should also be provided with roller blinds, Some school 
material was required, The teacher will make out a 
requisition and forward through the Agent in the usual way. 

The outside steps had completely rotted away. The 
Chief told me he would have new ones puidlt at once, there 
being lumber near the school which he could use for the 
purpose 

The school is heated by a large stove, burning 
wood, and the ex«Chief told me it was no trouble to keep it 
warm during winter, There is a scarcity of wood on the 
reserve, but the Agent always attends to the supply of fuel 
for the school, 

There were 24 children in attendance the date of 
my visit, and the register showed an enrollment of 31; viz., 
14 boys and 17 girls, peing all the children of school age 
at that time living on the reserve, The children looked 
clean and in most cases fairly well dressed, 

The teacher, John J, Sark, is a son of the 
ex-Chief, and was but recently appointed, He holds a 3rd 
class P.E. Island teacher's license, He is bright and 


intelligent 
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intelligent-looking and appeared interested in the work. 
heard him examine some of the children in a lesson in 
reading, They spoke distinctly, and when questioned about 
the lesson, the majcrity of them could answer correctly, The 
children are all young, and the teaching is therefore very 
elementary, 

I told the teacher to use English altogether and 
to have the children speak it at all times, All the Indians 
on the reserve speak and understand English, I impressed 
upon the teacher the need of getting about among the 
parents; and at all times when a pupil was absent to find 
out why, and to induce the parents to send them regularly, 
The Chief promised to help him in this respect, 

The teacher understands that his permanent 
appointment depends upon his own efforts in making a success 
of the work, I told him it was “up to him" to make good 
as he has every chance to make thie one of the best Indian 
Schools in the Maritime Provinces, The children are all 
within easy distance of the school, the farthest away being 
14 miles, 

I have no doubt that a great inducement towards 
their regular attendance during the winter would be the 
providing of a mid-day meal of biscuits, tea, &c, The Agent 
agreed with me that thie would be a good idea, and the 
expense need not be large, The teacher could have charge of 
the supplies and prepare the lunch, 

The school building should be whitewashed outside 
and the roof painted nest Spring, and it woulda then be the 
equal in appearance and in neatness of any rural school in 
Prince Edward Island,

The Department notes with regret that 
Mr, Sark was recently mixed up in a drunken brawl, receiving 
injuries necessitating his being sent to a hospital, and that, 
as a consequence, he was unable to reopen the schvol on the 
date he should have resumed duties after the summer holidays, 
the school remaining closed until the 24th ultimo. 


As you are aware, from time to time, there have been 
complaints concerning the conduct of Mr. Sark. fhe Department 
is of the opinion that the school will never operate at ite maximum 
efficiency under Mr, Surk ani thet it would be in the best interests 
of the work if an outeiderwes appointed as teacher - one not in- 
terested in reserve cliques. It hos, therefore, been decided 
that the services of John J. Sark be discontinued at the end of 
the present oulendar year, December 31st, next, and that a new 
teacher be engeged to begin duties early in Jnunuary. I have,

You should, in due time, nominate the services of 
a qualified teacher to commence duties at the beginning of the 
new year, 1929.

"There are about thirty children attending the 
school at Lennox Island. un the other reserves there 
are no schools and the children do not attend the 
Provincial public schools. The parents regret this 
and there is not accommodation at the Shubenacadie 
school for all of these children. Seven of the 
children from the island are in the Shubenacadie school. 
They are two Sark children from Scotchfort, four Mitchells 
and one sHernard from Lennox Island. 1 would recommend 
that an arrangement be made between the Department of 
Indian Affairs and the Hducational Department of the 
Province of Prince Edward Island so that the Indian 
children may attend the public schools of Prince ldward 
Island.

Flash cards to accompany "Our Little Reader" and 
the Corona Primers are, also, being sent, together with 
circulars regarding them. 


The Department understands that there is no book- 
ease in the Lennox Island School. Would it not be possible 
to secure some lumber at a reasonable cost and you could 
construct a suitable cupboard with a good strong lock.

He is supposed to have made a 
practise of throwing up to the children at School the wrongs 
their parents are doing and have done, which is a very childish 
thing to do,and Ihave checked Mr. Sark on this count and he 
states that this report is absolutely false, Ihave also checked 
Mr. Sark on punishing the pupils by keeping them inndurimg 
reoreation hours and he states that in many cases it has 
made them get their work done, which otherwise would not have 
been done. These are about the only complaints Ihave received, 
amd Ifeel that a letter from the Department to Mr. Sark asking 
him to be a little more considerate with his pupils and not 
to expect of them what he would of his own children, for they 
have not the same chance to learn at home,as you understand 
Mre Sarks wife was an english girl and a Nurse Overseas. I wish 
to point out thet the Sark family are very bright the oldest girl 
took the Matriculation Examinations for Prince Wales college 
at the close of last yeers School term and has passed with high max 
marfs. She will be attending college this coming term and Iam 
looking forward to her being her fathers successor to the Lennox 
Island School the following year. 

In conclusion I may say that any time Ivisited the 
Lennox Island School Ifound everything quite in order and the 
School well keptgand Icertainly do not wish to see it closed.

A Petition was signed and forwarded to Ottawa 
asking for the removal of the teachere I am informed that your agent, 
McDougal, was asked to investigate the matter but I am not aware of 
what steps he has teken, as he has not been in to see me for a consider- 
able times At present, I understand that only Sark's three children 
are ettending the school, that all the others who have children are 
not sending them theres 


Several of the residents including the Chief 
who is a brother of the teacher and a former Chief, have been in to 
see me on several occasions; but I have so far refused to meddle in 
the matter nor do I wish to be understood to be meddling in the 
present instance. It does seem to me, however, that the situation 
is one that should be remedied in some way. My suggestion is that 
one of your officers from Ottawa, or possibly from New Brunswick or 
Nove scotia, should be sent there to investigate and report. It has 
been suggested that if no suitable teacher can be obteined that it 
would be no more expensive to send all these children to Shubenacadie 
for instruction. I consider that it is not a matter that comes 
within my province as a trustee of the Ladywood Fund, but in view of 
the representations mde to me, I see no objection to making these 
representations to you, as you may not be intimately informed of the

Re grievance among Indians-ef Lennox Island 
and their school teacher, John J. Sark, immediately on 
receipt of copy of letter to J.J.Sark from the Dept., 
a meeting was called supposedly for the parents of the 
pupils attending school, and¥found that not only the 
parents attended this meeting, but the young unmarried 
men, and older married men whose children were 
attending Shubenacadie School, also married men who 
hed no family. 


After outlining the reason of the meeting and 
after receiving the assurance of the teacher to 
co-operate with the parents in coming to an amicable LT Mtmewk 
I took it upon myself to assure them that I would do 
everything possible to be of assistance. I even told 
them, if really necessary, I would visit the school 
twice monthly if my presence would bring the dispute 
to an end. 


After discussing the matter for about two 
hours, and seeing that nothing definite could be 
arrived at, through a certain faction holding out against 
the teacher, I instructed John J. Sark to open the 
school at the beginning of the term, 


I have since learned fron the teacher that his 
strongest hold out is his own brother Jacob Sark, who 
is the Chief, and who appears to be influenced by 
Indians who have no chiaddren attending, 4nd have really 
no say in the matter. 


I understand that the Chief is going to visit 


the Dept. next week, and naturally he has to abide by 
whatever instructions the Dept. will give him.

Personally speaking, I can see no reason 
whatever for dissatisfaction with the present teacher's 
work since my appointment, except a matter of a little 
impatience, as cited in my letter of August 9th. 


I was expecting from time to time that the 
children would be attending school at the re-opening 
of the term, as Mr. Sark the teacher gave me his 
assurance that he could and would, through a short space 
of time, mutually agree with the herents and get 
everything going smoothly. 


Now, apparently the objective aimed at is to 
either send the children to Shubenacadie, which has now 
its full quota, or employ a white teacher. The latter 
would be impossible, as the only place for a white 
teacher to beard wéuld be at the present School 
teacher's home, and this of course would be resented 
by Sark, especially after receiving his dismissal. 


I even suggested that John Sark's daughter 
Martha, who will be attending Prince of Wales College, 
will eventually succeed her father as school teacher, 
but smyet they will not listen to this at¢ all, which 
goes to show that the greater part of the grievance 
can be boiled down to one word "SPITE", 


I trust after you have considered the facts as 
set forth in this letter, which I think I have made clear, 
that you can form a satisfactory solution.

from the Department to Mr. Feet, cones him to be 


a little more considerste vith s pupils, would be 
all that is required. In conclusion I may state that 
any time I visited the Lennox Island School I found 
everything in order and the school vell kept*. 


On August 18, 1938, a letter was sent to the 
tea cher, in which the su-gestion was made that he wight be 
well advised to discuss the situation with the parents at 
a public meeting called for that purpose. The teacher did 
not reply to our communication of Aurust 19, with the result 
that a second letter, dated September 30, was sent to hia. 
A copy of this letter is attached. The teacher, in a lengthy 
coununication dated October 5, explained that the delay in 
calling the meeting was due to a misunderstanding that had 
developed - the teacher being of the opinion that the Arent, 
and not himself, shoul’ take the initiative in calling the 
public meeting.

I am personally of the opinion thet the teacher 
should not be dismissed at this time. The charges against 
him on the whole appesr to be trivial and are the outcome 
of jealousy and deep-seated prejudices. He might, however, 
in the interests of himself and in the interests of the 
pupils, be alloved to go at the end of the academic year. 
In the meantime, however, the children are receiving no 
instruction and, being idle are more apt to become 
wayward and unruly. If hesitate, therefore, to assume 
responsibility for the retention of the teacher, nor do 
I consider it wise, without an investigation, to recommend 
that the parents be vrosecuted. If the Indians, however, 
are permitted to dictate to the Department in this case, 
it is difficult to say where such insubordination may end.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
September 23rd, in which you intimate that a number of 
parents appear to be dissatisfied with the work of Mr. 
John J. Sark, the teacher employed by the Department 
at the Lennox Island Indian Day School. 


I have been informed by the offictals of 
the Indian Affairs Branch that a petition, asking for 
the dismissal of this teacher, reached this Department 
on July 21, last. This petition was sent forward to 
the Indian agent, with the request that the matter be 
investirated and reported upon. In his report the 
Indian agent expressed thé opinion that the complaints 
referred to in the petition were not at all serious and 
suggested that a letter should be sent forward to the 
teacher from the Departnent, asking him to be a little 
more considerate in his treatment of the pupils. The 
Department communicated with the teacher on Aurust 18, 
1938. In this letter the surrestion was made that the 
Indian agent and the teacher should call the Indian 
parents together at a public meeting and discuss fully 
the grievances enumerated in the petition sent forward 
to the Department. There is nothing on file, however, 
to indicate that this meeting has been held. It is our 
intention to communicate with the Indian agent and with 
the teacher again, asking them to take the steps neces- 
sary to call a meeting of the parents.

Now Chief Sark has been absent tm procuring 
ash in New Brunswick, and has only recently returned, 
and just at the present time they are practically 
isolated on the Lennox Island Reserve due to 
bad reads, and weather conditions in general. I would 
point out that the crossing from Port Hill is 
impossible at the present time, the ice is not soldd 
enough to permit travel on foot, and yet the ferry is 
unable to operate. However as soon as crossing 
from Port Hill permits I will make 77 a specia at 
to interview Chief Sark, and I feel practically, between 
the teacher and myself we can induce hhm to send his 
children. There are two children of lirs.Sylvain Sark, 
a@ widow now married to Patk Bernard who moves to 
Alberton every winter, and these children will be 
deprived of attending during the winter months, 

I might state there are ogly two children 
of Chief Sark's of school age andiwe are successful 
nee will be a total of eight pupils attending, and 
of course the two of Anthony Labobe who are delicate 
would make ten pupils, :

During my last visit to Prince idward Islend I had 
an interview with His Excellency James Boyle, D.D., Charlottetown, 
with reference to the appointment of a priest. 


Bishop Boyle assured me he would co-operate in every 
way possible and endeavour to appoint a priest, who would be fully 
qualified to teach, as well as to organize boy scouts, girl guides, 
and generally supervise social and athletic entertainment. 


I also interviewed Sister Mary Theresa, Superior 
General of the Order of St. Martha, The Superior was very doubtful 
if she would be able to provide two fully qualified teaching sisters, 
However, sfter the whole project was explained to her, she gave me 
to understand that she would do all in her power to meet our require- 
ments, 


There is every reason to believe that the school 
will be constructed and ready for classes to begin in September; 
approximate enroliment will be between fifty-five and sixty-five. 

This number would not justify engaging the services of two teachers 
and a principal and, as it is imperative to have a parish priest 
available, so that the sisters could attend Mass in the morning daily, 
I would recommend that the parish priest be engaged as a teacher to 
instruct one of the classes. His Excellency James Boyle readily epproved 
of the suggestion, The teacher would receive a teaching salery, which 
would make it possible for him to carry on his work, end not have to 
worry about his monthly expenses. The Sunday collection at the 
different Masses would not be sufficient to meet his living costs. 
If this suggestion is approved then the present parish house will have 
to be repaired and remodelled, This could be done during the sumner at 
very little cost when the school and the Agent's house is being con- 
structed as, undoubtedly, we will have surplus building material aveil- 
able. I would, therefore, strongly recommend that the teaching staff 
wk consist of one teaching sister and priest. 


, Health and Welfare Service have egreed to pay the 
ary of a nursing sister and the Superior General has promised that 
she will try to eupply a qualified nurse. Living quarters will be provided 
in the teachers' residence for a nursing sister. It is hope that by 
paying full saleries to two sisters, one » teacher and one a nurse, that 
the Superior General will find it possible to provide the services of a 
sister housekeeper without cost to the Department. 


If my recommendation is approved then I would suggest 
that a letter be sent to Bishop Boyle advising him of our needs and the 
saleries that would be paid.

It would seem evident that there are going 
to be forty or fifty pupils at this two room day school. 
Therefore, we could not be justified in hiring ahy wore 
than two teacher se If Judge Arsenault's recom endation 
4s to be accepted, 1t would mean that the Parish Priest 
would act as Senior teacher at this school. In other 
words, the Priest would teach the Senior pupils and one 
of the €isters would teach the Junior pupils. 


This Priest would be eligible for payment on 
our salary schedule according to his qualifications.

It i1e understood that you discussed our requirements 
for the Lennox Ielend Indian Day sehool with Inspector Morris 
during his recent trip to the Maritimes. we understand that 
the school will be constructed and ready for classes in September, 
with en approximate enrolment of some 55 students. 


This number will not justify the engaging of two 
teachers and e principal. It is understood aleo that if we are 
to have Sisters as teachers et this school, they would naturally 
wish to attend Mase every morning. Therefore, it would appear 
that the Parish Priest for the Indians should be one who can be 
employed as a teacher in the senior room. A teaching Sister 
can take charge of the jumior room.

I am thankful to receive your letter of the th inst., in 
reference to the Lennox Island Day School. I note what you 
say " that the school population there at present, at any rate, does 
not justify the engaging of two teachers and a principal". 


we think that it will be possible to get one of our priests 
to take over the advanced department of the school. Since you 
ask me to make frank proposals, I wuld suggest that the Department 
should make some provision for the teaching of the domestic arts, 
cooking, sewing, weaving, spinning ete. If there is only one Sister 
engaged in teaching it is net likely that she would have the time 
and energy to do this work on the side. 


Your letter does not seem to make any provision for the 
living quarters, lighting and heating, of the house to be eccupied 
by the Priest- Principal. There is on the Island an old rectory 
which would need some extension and repairs. The Indians have been 
under the spiritual care of the Parish Priest at Grand River and 
consequently he did not live at Lennox Island and the house was 
occupied only a few hours each week. It was only 4 stopping place. 


As a general rule parish priests have their homes built, furnished, 
heated and lighted at the expense of the parish. You will admit that 


such an expense would be beyond the capacity of the dians. The 
parish priest-principal of the schocl would have to pay 60.00 per month 


to a housekeeper, perhaps more, on account of the isolaticn, he would have 
to buy food for himself and the housekeeper. These two items would cost 
at least $ 1400.00. If on top of that he were required to psy for the 
needed repairs and extension of the house, the furnishings, heating and 
lighting, water etc. he would be hopelessly sunk. 


I believe that I have stated the case fairly and frankly and 
I have no doubt that your department will ceive my presentation due 


consideraticn.

My dear Mr. Hoey: 


I have your letter of the 28th ult., whic 
have now submitted to His Excellency the Bishop. 


Your letter leaves no alternative to the Bishop 
and myself, and we reluctantly have to agree to your 
proposition, subject to what follows. I have tried to 
impress your Department, evidently without success, 
that the success of the scheme on Lennox Island is 
dependent on three things working together: 1. The 
presence of the Indian Agent; 2. The presence of a 
resident parish priest; 5. The establishment of the 
Order of the Martha's there; and that these three factors 
working in unison would succeed in establishing an industrious 
and contented community. To this end, the parish priest 
is a most necessary element, for without his presence there 
we could not have the sisters. Without his presence, and 
without deprecating in any way the Agent (an excellent young 
man), I doubt that the Agent could keep order in the community 
or that he could organize it on the social side. And again 
the suecess of the scheme depends on the Indians being not 
only occupied but socially entertained. 


No community of this kind can succeed if its morals 
are not protected and carefully guarded, and this is one 
of the responsibilities of the parish priest. On the social 
side, ths community must have sources of entertainment, and 
for the purpose it is the intention to install a moving picture 
machine in the Hall together with a radio and a gramaphone 
recorder. 


It will also be necessary to organize entertainments such 
as concerts, plays and parties and dances, all of which will 
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have to be under the care and direction of the parish priest 
assisted by the sisters. 


Other necessary and useful activities will be the 
organization of swimming classes for the boys and giris, 
baseball, football and hockey and, to keep up the interest, 
Indian teams wouid compete with similar teams of white 
boys which are now organized in the different parts of 
the County (Prince). 


I also wish to stress the importance of such organizations 
as the Red €ross, both Senior and Junior, Boy Scouts and 
Girl Guides. I submit, and without hesitation, that the 
Agent with his wany other occupations will be able to give 
very little time to these activities, and that the burden of 
organizing and overseeing these activities will fall to the 
parish priest. 


I ask then, in all sincerity, how the parish priest, 
after attending to the moral and spiritual needs of the 
community and spending a large part of the day in teaching, 
can be expected to successfully carry on these other activities. 


Apart from all these, there are as well, the classes in 
handicraft and manual training, and as to who will organize 
and direct these classes I nave no knowledge, but no doubt, 
again, the burden would fall on the parish priest. The sisters 
are willing to teach the handicraft classes in all its branches, 
but as to the manual training for boys, I have no information, 
and again these will require the direction and oversight of 
the parish priest. 


You say in your letter that in this alternative, instead 
of teaching, the Lady Wood Fund could be used to meet the 
parish priest's living expenses. In this respect may I point 
out that the interest on this Fund, which on an average will 
not exceed $500. or $600. per year, is an amount altogether 
inadequate for the living expenses of the parish priest, 
besides the fact that this interest can be profitably used 
to help out financial needs in connection with the activities 
I have above mentioned. 
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I am satisfied that the Department and its officers have 
the success of the undertaking at heart, as I myself have, 
and that success is vitally dependent on the program outlined 
above, and the failure to carry it out will greatly prejudice 
the undertaking. As you are well aware, I have given nine 
years' study and consideration to this project; I have correspond- 
ed with and sought the advice of those best qualified to give it, 
and what I have outlined is the result of much study and advice 
obtained, and I have been led to believe that the result of 
my studies and investigation have been of some value and assist- 
ance to the Department, and I feel that the Department will 
co-operate to the fullest extent in having the suggestions, 
which from time to time I have been able to propose, carried out. 


Finally, in view of all I have said and written, it is 
still considered that there are no other means to take care 
of the parish priest's living than by having him spend the best 
part of his time in teaching, we can only submit, feeling at 
the same time that it is the wrong course to take. 


I can only add that the sisters have now made arrangements 
to have four of their best qualified sisters go to Lennox Island 
next September, but on the distinct understanding that at least 
three of them will be on salary, otherwise they could not 
financially carry on their work. 


I do not apologize for the length of this communteation, 
for the importance of what I have said fully justifies it. 


Lastly, please bear in mind that we are asking refined 
gentlemomen as well as a highly educated cleric to cut them- 
selves off from the society of their fellows to live on an 
Island separated from the mainland with people with whom, in 
a purely spirit of sharity, they will spend their lives to 
educate and try to make their sad lot a more contented and happier 
one.

I beg to acknowledge letter from your Department 
of April 7th in reply to His Excellency's letter to you. 


I regret that my letter to you of sarch 9th has 
not been considered worthy of a reply. 


What is being done in connection with the repair 
of the parochial residence is only what would be ex- 
pected to supply living quarters for the male teacher 
of the school. I infer from your letter that it is 
not the intention of the Department to make provision 
for the teaching of Home Handicraft, Household Science, 
including sewing, knitting, darning &c. In other words, 
no part of the program which I have outlined in previous 
letters, and which I discussed with Dr. Camsell and 
Dr. McGill and yourself, and which was favourably received, 
wil! be carried out. This is wost unfortunate, and 
knocks the bottom out of a project tnat wus consicered 
essential to the success of the scheme for the rehabil- 
4tation of the Indians, and on the plea of economy. 


The Department of Mines and “esources does not 
hesitate in spending a yearly sum of $100,000. and 
over in the upkeep of the National Park, a strip of some 
100 yards in depth along the north shore of the Province, 
which is used in a large part in keeping up an 16 hole 
golf course for the benefit of a minimum of players, and 
the upkeep of the grounds at Dalvay. Yet the wards of 
the Department - the Indians - must be stinted on the 
grounds of economy. 
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The lay-out as I now understand will be the 
employment of one male and one female teacher for the 
school and one social service nurse; but no provisions 
are being made for the other essential activities 
or is it contemplated that these activities will be 
carried out by the teachers and the nurse free of cost 
to the Department. 


If the school is to be the only result of the 
energy I have expended in this scheme for the past 
nine years, then it has been a case of *laborat montem &c.* 
I cannot here express my disappointment and, should I 
say, disillusion.

My dear Justice Arsenault: 


I regret that illness and absence 
from the office have prevented me from dealing with 
your letter of March 9th and also one of April 12th 
until now. 


I have, however, read earefully the 
departmental letter to you dated April 7th. I find 
it difficult to understand why you have reached cer- 
tain conclusions with respect to our educational pro- 
gram at Prince Edward Island following the receipt of 
this particular letter. The educational program that 
the department will provide for the group of Indians 
in whom you are interested will be based on the needs 
of the Indian population and will form part of an ed- 
ucational program organized throughout the whole of 
the Dominion. This program, coupled with the scale of 
salaries now paid to teachers and the provision now 
made for superannuation allowances to our teachers, 
has won favourable comment from educationists in prac- 
tically all of the provinces. Provision is made in 
the elementary course for a certain amount of instrue- 
tion in elementary domestic science in the case of girls 
and a certain amount of vocational instruction in the 
case of boys. In view of the fact, however, that it is 
our intention to encourage in the future a large number 
of Indian pupils to proceed to high school, our program 
must have the approval of the provincial educational 
authorities who, as you know, issue high school entrance 
certificates, high school leaving certificates and mat- 
riculation certificates. 


I would not be perfectly frank with you 
if I did not state that I know of no group of Indians in 
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Canada who will be provided for in the same sense 

that the Indians of P.E.I. will be provided for 

when our program is completed. We have, as you know, 

on the Island at present a population of approximately 
250 Indians. We shall have in charge of these Indians 

a full-time Indian Agent, a part-time doctor, a public 
health nurse, a school principal and, at least, one 
school teacher. The advisability of having a constable 
for the Island is now under review and consideration. 

A glance at last year's welfare expenditures alone in- 
dicate that the expenditures in P.E.I. and the province 
of Nova Scotia far exceed other expenditures on Indian 
advancement in other sections of the Dominion. For ex- 
ample, if somewhat similar expenditures had been made 

in the province of Ontario, our disbursements in that 
province would have amounted to §3,000,000.00, whereas 
our actual expenditures amounted to $285,827.00. Should 
we compare expenditures in Nova Scotia and P.z.I. with 
expenditures on Indian advancement in the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, the discrepancy would be still more discrimina- 
tory. I cannot, when confronted with a request that ad- 
ditional expenditures in P.&.I. be made, forget the fact 
that there are in Canada at this moment 12,000,000 child- 
ren of school age for whom no educational facilities what- 
ever have been provided. You will, I trust, realize that 
conditions on our Indian reserves will require the exer- 
cise of a great deal of patience, insight and understand- 
ing. It is scarcely fair to ask the officials now in 
charge of Indian administration to accomplish overnight 
what should have been accomplished continuously during 
the years of the last century. However, your interest 

in this particular group and your desire to help them 

is very much appreciated,

Attached is a copy of a commnication from Mr. Neary 
of the Educational Division of Indian Affairs Branch. It ine 
troduces the situation et Lennox Ieland where there are by census 
266 micmacs presently receiving irregular visits from the local 
physioia& only. Recently the Indian Affairs Branch have constructed 
a school and teachers’ residence wherein they have made available to us 
at our expense, a dispensary and living quarters for a murse. 


You will note that the school is being staffed by sisters 
and thet the same Order is prepared to bring in another sister who is 
a qualified mrse. The problems which arise are those in connection 
with reimbursement for the nurse's services. 


The number of Indians would justify approximately one-quarter 
of a mrse's salary. On the other hand the mrse would presumably 
net perform any other functions either at the school or in the white 
commnity,which is some distance away,and if she is to be retained 
for the express purpose of looking after the Indians, it would seem 
that we met pay a full salary. 


I am not prepared to suggest what salary we should pay until 
you have had time to consider the situation and recommend whether the 
position should be created through the Civil Service or the nurse re- 
4mbursed on voucher. As the position will be cont) mous and indefinite 
in nature it would seem proper, according to the regulations, to 
create a Civil Service position but you may have comments on this which 
will be useful for your consideration.

In 
consideration of the number of Indians in the vicinity 
of the Lennox Island Vay School, we believe that a 
stipend of $75.00 per month would be proper. This will 
be paid through this office initially pending the 
creation of a part time position. 


Vouchers should come forward supported by a 
report of the work done for Indian Health Services by 
the nurse. It will be necessary to have this report 
each month. 


In addition to the salary, this Service will 
be responsible for the provision of drugs and dispensary 
equipment. It will not assume responsibility for the 
accommodation and rations of the nurse as it is understood 
she will be living in quarters provided by the Indian 
Affairs Branch.

namely, school, teacher's residence, Agent’s residence, principel’s 
residence, end pump house, it will be necessary to install a 
Diesel electric power menufacturing unit with a 12 to 15 ke. rating, 
110-220 volts, 60 cycle, single phase. 


During my lest visit to P.iel.e 1 interviewed 
the Engineera-in-Charge of the Summerside Biectricel rower Plent 
end they sdvised me that deceuse of the greet number of requests for 
electricel power end as their power supply is li ited, they could 
not consider an epplication from this office to supply electrical 
power for cur use at Lennox Islend, Note: tie Closest smell towm 
is Tyne .alley four miles distence; three miles over lend end one 
mile over weter. The Tyne .«iley kunicipelity have been requesting 
@ supply of electric power for « number -f yours but, to date, 
they heve not been successful in obtaining it. Under the circumstances, 
J would recommend thst we establish cur own electric power unit on 
the Islend. 


I have discussed the type of power unit thet might 
be suitable for our needs with dngineer K. RK. Koss and Mr. Vincent 
Cosner, of the Lands snd Development -ervices. br. woes surveyed the 
buildin« sites ot Lean x Islend in the Pull of 1947 ond is fully 
informed of our needs. I would, therefore, strungly recommend thet 
& request be sent to the Engineering end Construction Division 
eskine them to investicote end advise the type of Diesel electric 
power unit required. 


I might point out thet when we dismentled one of 
the pumping stetions purchased ot the Mount Pleasent Airport, «e 
selveced an Internstionel Gas ingine, Model PA-100, which is in 
perfect working condition. ‘This engine is worth approximately 42,500. 
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&

In the meantime, Treasury advises that in 
order to pay purchase orders and vouchers on hand at the present tine, 
it will require an additional $650.00. 


While checking on these figures with Treasury Department, we 
have ascertained that Treasury has set aside $5400.00 to pay two 
purchase orders as follows:

necessary. Will you please check very carefully and advise us if wo are 
correct in this regard.
